THE REMAINS. 


PARIS, June 26.—(By Atlantic Cable.) 
A funeral train bearing the remains of 
the murdered President arrived at 3:10 
o'clock. The Prefect of the Seine, M. 
Rubel and staff, Prefect of Police, M. 
Loze and staff, the railroad officials and 
Gen. Saussier, Military Governor of Paris 
with ‘staff, met the body at the station, 
which was heavily draped. The ceremo- 
nies at the railroad station consisted only 
of a formal transfer of the remains to 
the Prefect of the Seine. 

The casket was placed in the hearse 
and escorted to the Elysee Palace fol- 
lowed by five, carriages, ineluding the 
landau which was occupied by Mme. Car- 
not and her three sons. Several thousand 
people gathered about the railroad and 
stood with uncovered heads until the 
cortege passed. At the palace the body 
was conveyed to a reception-room which 
had been converted into a mortuary 
chapel, bung with black cloth and having 

a catafalque in the center, upon which, in 
hae letters, was the initial C“ over the 
letters R. F.“ (Republique Francais.) 
The widow was overcome with emotion 
when the casket was placed in the mor- 
tuary chapel. 


It is now said to be established that 


Santo lived some time in the Rue Trav- 
ersiere in this city, occupying a room in 
the house of an Italian wine-dealer. The 
assassin’s name was registered at the

GRENOBLE IN DI IN DISORDER. 


Excited Mobs Maltreat Ite Italians and Invade 
the Consulate. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 


GRENOBLE (France,) June 26.— (By At- 


lantic Cable.) There has been serious 
rioting here today. The disturbance com- 
menced Sunday by Italian workmen em- 
ployed on the horse;cars, who were drink- 
ing in a wineshop. An Italian made a@ re- 
mark which the Frenchman regarded as 
an insult. A free fight followed and a 
mob of Frenchmen, headed by flags and 
armed with sticks, invaded the yards of 
the horse-car company and attacked and 
badly beat the Italians. Just as the 
trouble was becoming serious, the prefect 
arrived and induced to 
retire. 

At 2 o'clock in the itternden the Italian 
cafes were attacked. A number of 
Italian stores were treated in the same 
streets shouting, ‘Down with the Italians.” 
Several Italians, who were met in the 
streets were beaten and kicked. The mob 
was reinforced and proceeded to the Italian 
Consulate. 
check the mob, but the leaders procured a 
ladder, fixed it to the balcony of the con- 
sulate and ‘several rioters, headed by a 


drunken carpenter, entered the consulate, 


tore up the Italian flag, smashed the 

escutcheon, broke the furniture, 

the statues upon the floor and kicked them 

to pieces and, seizing upon two large and 

handsome oi] paintings representing King 

Humbert and Queen Margheret of Italy, 
rew them in the street. 

A detachment of military engineers were 
summoned and the soldiers charged upon 
the mob. After a short conflict the rioters 
were driven out of the consulate, which 
was then occupied by the troops and the 


| prefect made an apology to the Italian 


Consul. 

The riotous crowd spread throughout the 
city, seizing upon all Italians, men, women 
and children, and to the pre- 
fecture, believing that they were to be 
expelled from the city. The Italians were 


‘guarded by the police until this morning 


‘when the disorders had temporarily sub- 
sided. The leaders of an attack on the 
consulate were arrested today and this 
caused a renewal of the trouble. Several 
mobs gathered as soon as the news of the 
arrest of the leaders became known and 
the prefect was compelled * summon 
troops. 

At 11 o' clock this morning the. military 
authorities had occupied all the public 
squares and boulevards with infantry, 
cavalry and artillery, and Grenoble was, to 
all intents and purposes, 
siege. 


THE LYONS, RIOTS. 
, Ratned—Santo Be- 
ore M strate. 

LYONS, 26.— the night 
rioters thronged the ‘streets, sacked Ital- 
ian stores and taveriis, and, after throw- 
ing their contents into the streets, made 
bonflres of everything combustible. The 
police frequently chased the rioters, who 
always retreated, detérmined to demon- 
strate that they weré vindictive against 
the Italians only, and were not seeking a 
conflict with the law and authorities. 

Here and in other towns of France, ex- 
cited by the murder of President Carnot, 
Italian sculptors, wood-carvers, image- 
makers, grocers and gilders, suffered at 
the hands of the mobs. When forced out, 
they were beaten and rolled in the gut- 
ters, their belongings were seized and 
broken up or burned, dnd many barely 
escaped with their lives. Large numbers, 
of Italians are hopelessly ruined. Some 
have fled from Lyons. Scenes of disorder 
similar to these here are reported from 
other towns, notably Grenoble and Dijon, 
and there is a prospect of more rioting to- 
day. The troops have supported the po- 
lice in efforts to restore order. 

Assassin Santo, before an examining 
magistrate today, declared himself An- 
archist. He said he acted upon hig own 
initiative, and that he had not been en- 
gaged in any conspiracy. Nevertheless it 
had been ascertained, when Santo 8 opped 
at Vienna and Montpelier, that he had

Letters of regret were then read. Henry 
Cabot Lodgé wrote that prior engagements 
prevented his mttendance. Other letters 
of regret were from J. Sloat Fassett, New 
York; Knute Nelson, Governor of Minne- 
sota; Gen. R. A. Alger of Michigan; Hon.

Assassin was not an Italian, but a native 
‘of the Canton of Ticino, or Tessin, in 
Switzerland, in which the Italian lan- 
guage is spoken. This feature of the case 
tuner shows the danger of arousing the 
passions of the multitude among whom 
are always to be found so many unthink- 
ing men. 

Even if Santo had been an Italian by. 
birth, that nation could certainly not in 
justice be held responsible for his vile 
deed, for he has declared himself to be an 
Anarchist, and Anarchists do not belong 
to any particular country. Certainly no 
civilized nation will claim them as their 
own, or throw protecting arms around 
them when they are punished in foreign 
countries for their crimes, as they deserve. 
As sometimes good comes out of evil, so 
it appears that every crime of this char- 
acter tightens the bonds which unite 
the various nations of the world in their 


coming fight against anarchy and An- 1 


0 ple of all Shades — . 


to fact that however they 
may differ among themselves as to what 
is best for countries—as to how 
much or how little liberty shall be al- 
lowed to the mass of the people; as to 
whether commerce shall be free or pro- 
’ tected; as to whether gold or silver, or 
both, shall be used in financial transac- 
tions; as to whether the head of the nation 
de « president, King of emperor,— 
however much they may differ on all these 
points, they are beginning to understand 
that they must unite in stamping out 
anarchy, wherever and whenever it shows 
- itself, if the social fabric is to be saved 
from destruction—if we are not pre- 
pared to wipe out the advance of the past 
ten thousand years and return to that 
primitive condition of the human race 
when brute force was the only law that 
was known or recognized. 

Already the crime of Santo has had its 
effect in this country, Congressman Stone 
having introduced in the House a bill 
providing for the death by hanging of any 
Anarchists who belong to any organization 
which has an agreement to take human 
life, or who shall attempt the life of any 
person holding office, or the destruction: of 
buildings which would probably result in 
such loss of life. In the present state 
of public feeling there will be little objec- 
tion to such a law as this, which is but 

a trifle more severe than the law im- 
posing the death penalty for train-robbery, 
which is in effect in several States. To 
temporize with such men as these An- 
archists is not“therciful, for such a policy 
would undoubtedly result in the deaths of 
many innocent people in the near future.

as reasonable as it would be for a parent 
to spare the life of a rattlesnake that is 

crawling around the em, in which * 

family resides.

Sainte Marie d'en Haut, the superior saw 
that the little Rose had the spirit of an 
apostle, and she was destined for convent 
life. During the Reign of Terror the 
Perier family removed to Paris, while the 
Duchesnes remained in Dauphiny. Al- 
though the revolution was born in Dau- 
phiny, nowhere was it less violent. Had 
the revolution everywhere preserved the 
same calm as in the place of its birth, 
the monarchy would not have ‘been over- 
thrown and the history of France would 
have been without a horrible page of 
bloodshed. All these events interrupted 
the religious career of Rose Duchesne 
Perier, and only in 1801 did she take the 
vows of a religieusé. Not long after she 
was in communication with Mme. Barat, 
who founded the order of the Sacred 
Heart, Mme. Duchesne; as she was called, 
became a lieutenant of Mme. Barat; she 
decided to establish in America a branch 
of this order, and in America she spent |, 


ages, teaching the ignorant to read and 
write, nursing the sick, burying the dead 
and founding schools and hospitals. She 
was a missionary and a pioneer of civili- 
zation. In 1833, when the cholera was 
raging in America, she almost sacrificed 
her life. Winter and summer she wore 
the same clothing, patched and faded. 
She ate always what was left after the

AN INNOVATION. 


Yale College tu Dispense With the Com- 
mencement Exercises. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW HAVEN (Ct., June 26.—A sur- 
prising innovation at Yale University is 
to be considered at the corporation meet- 
ing on Thursday. For the past few 
years there has been a growing feeling 
among college men that the commence- 
ment exercises have been tedious, and this 
year the faculty has concluded to do some 
thing of a decisive nature. A committee 
was appointed to report on some more in- 
teresting form of commencement exer- 
cises. The report of this committee has 
been approved by the faculty. 

The plan practically abolishes the com- 
mencement exercises. Hereafter such ex- 
ercises will be simply to consist in the 
conferment of degrees and there will be 
no salutatory. The speaking for the De 
Forest prize will take place early in 
May, forming a senior continuation to the 
junior exhibition. The arguments in favor 
of the radical departure are that the 
scorching weather of June is a very un- 
pleasant feature of the day and offers. little 
inducements to listen for several hours 
dresses of undergraduates; that little 
interest is manifested in these events by 
the graduating classes; that there is 
little dignity to the programme, and that 
it is too suggestive of graduation exer- 
cises of high and preparatory schools to 
find much favor in college men's eyes.

gold. The defendant did not testify, nor 
did he offer any testimony on his own be- 
‘half, but rested the case on the testimony 
and evidence offered by the plaintiff. The 
evidence is altogether circumstantial, but 
it is of. so convincing a character as to 
leave no doubt in the mind of the court 
that a larze amount of goods were con- 
caled by Mrs. Wagner, received by the 
defendant with knowledge of the true 
ownership, and afterward sold by him, 
substantially as alleged in the complaint.. 
The difficulty in the case is to determine 
‘the precise amount of the goods—a matter 
which the evidence leaves almost entirely 
to inference or conjecture. The circum- 
stances, however, are such that the bur- 
den of the proof is thrown upon the de- 
fendant, and it w his fault that the un- 
certainty exists. The defendant bought 
of the assignee all the goods that the as- 
signee found in the stock at the time it 
came to his hands, and with these goods 
were mingled the goods previously con- 
cealed by Mrs. Wagner, so that the two 
portions of the goods could not be distin- 
guished one from the other, and with this 
combined stock the defendant carried on a 
retail jeweler’s business from November 
16, 1892, to July 26, 1893. At the 
last-named date all of the stock 
that was left on hand was 
selzed by the Sheriff on attachment, 
and the goods so seized were afterwards 
recovered by the assignee as a part of the 
property of. the insolvent. This recovery 
was had in a suit of claim and delivery 
begun by the defendant against the Sher- 
if, in which the  0plaintiff here 
interyened. The recovery included 
the entire remaining stock, both 
of the concealed goods and of 
the goods previously bought by Susskind 
of the assignee. It is a well-settled prin- 
ciple of law that where one wilfully mixes 
another’s goods with his own in such a 
manner that they cannot be distinguished 
the other party may replevy the whole 
mass, and if the goods are shown to. be 
so mixed, the burden of proof is thrown 
upon the party who produced the con- 
fusion, to show what part of the mixed 
goods is his own, and to separate them 
from the rest. (Cobbey on Replevin, sec. 
405; Lupton: vs. White, 15 Vesey; 432, 441.) 

“There is no doubt that this rule obtains 
in cases in replevin, but is it the rule, 
where,, as in this case, the plaintiff does 
-not sue in replevin, but in trover; where 
he does not seek to recover the possession 
of the goods, but alleges a.conversiom and 
sues for the value? Gt all the cases cited 
in the books I find but two which hold 
that he may do this. Those are Hesseltine 
vs. Stockwell, (30 Me. 237,) and Lewis vs. 
Jones, (55 Am. Dec., 550.) In neither case 
is there any discussion of the distinction 
between trover and replevin nor any rea- 


in both. That there is sueh a distinction 
between the two actions, and that it. is 
such as to make the rule stated appli- 
cable to cases of trover, seems clear to my 
mind. In trover the plaintif® asks damages 
of the defendant for the conversion by the 
defendant of the plaintiff's property to his, 
the defendant’s, use. The measure of 
damages in trover is the value of the prop- 
erty converted, either at the time of the 
conversion, or at any time before verdict, 
at the option of the plaintiff. In this case 
the conversion takes place at the time the 
defendant received the goods and not at 
the time he sold them. ‘Where one receives 
the property by the tortious act of a third 
person, such a taking possession is an act 
of conversion, and if such person afterward 
sell the property so received, the conver- 
sion occurs at the time he received the 
possession and not at the time of the sale.’ 

(Harpending vs. Meyers, 55 Cal., 531.) When 
the defendant received the goods they 
were not mingled, 
to his use. I do not see how the fact that 
he afterward mixed them with other 
goods which he rightfully owned should 
have the effect to increase the value of 
the goods converted, or give the plaintiff 
the right to recover the value of the en- 
tire mass of goods so mixed. I find only 
one authofity expressly upon this point. 
This is the case of Hoody vs. Whitney, (38 
Me., 174; 61 Am. Dec., 241,) in which the 
court. says: 

mute: the mixture is ' indistinguishable, 
not capable of a just division according to 
the original rights of each, then the 

who causes the wrongful mixture | 

bear the whole loss; but. if he who 
would be entitled to the whole of the 
mixture makes no attempt to obtain the 
whole, but resorts to his action of trover, 
the damages would be, not the value 
of all that which he might rightfully take, 
but only of that which was first wrong- 
fully converted by the act of mingling.’ 
I think this is the most just and logical 
doctrine and that it ought to govern in 
this case. 

But in view | of the fact that the de- 
fendant has not seen fit to offer any 
evidence, nor any explanation of the cir- 
cumstances which point unmistakably to 
him as a participator in the sale of the 
concealed goods, with knowledge of the 
facts, and that he is the person who 
knows more about the matter than any 
other person except J. B. Weaver, the 
husband of the insolvent, that he had a

Some of the facts in evidence indicate 
that he may have sold as much as $25,000 
ef those concealed goods, but I think that 
this deduction would have as a founda- 
tion too high an estimate of the value of 
the Wagner stock before the concealment 
began.

~ Los ANGELES, June 26.—(To the Editor 
of The Times) 
years is a long way for a political aszas- 
sin to look back for an example, with ref- 
erence to a secret and; dramatic scheme 
kor accomplishing his work, but it would 
seem quite probable that Santo took his 
cue from assassins that lived as long ago 
as that, and whose ruse, though cele- 
brated in history, has never before had an 
imitator. They were Harmodius and 
Aristogeiton, who slew a tyrant of Ath- 
ens on a feast day, in the year 514 B. C., 
and secreted their swords for that pur- 
pose in the clusters of léaves which they 
carried in the procession, By today’s dis- 
patches it appears that Santo took the 
same means of concealing his. dagger as 
he approached the President’s carriage 
and stepped upon it. It is doubtless unfor- 
tuhate for the world that the deed of the 
two ancient assassins was approved by 
their countrymen, and that it took 17 
upon the i nation ‘of a Greek 
who commemorated their wreathed —— 
in a drinking song of exquisite beauty. 

Among the extreme Socialists of Europe 
there are X. ed men, familiar with an- 
cient and modern history and literature, 
and in the works of a German Socialist, 
which are read in Los Angeles, may be 
found a R giving anarchistic in- 
struction to m — respect to the 
training of th n, in these words: 
Let the dagg ie . be the 
plaything of their childhood.’’ Considering 
the teaching of such leaders, and the de- 
sire for notoriety, which is the usual 
motive of su assassins, it would seem 
more than a little probable that Santo 
adopted the method of Harmodius, not 
merely as a good model for practical pur- 
poses, but in the expectation of achieving 
equal fame. 

Besides the two Greeks who slew the 
tyrant, there are Brutus (of whom Lin- 
coln's assassin was a would-be imitator,)
